WHEREAS, the Butler County Board of Supervisors support the development of a grant application for
Community Attraction and Tourism funds to help support the development of the Shell Rock Aquatic Center
Project, and;

WHEREAS, the Board of Supervisors have been made aware that the projected total cost of the project
is $2,800,000, and that City of Shell Rock is applying for Community Attraction and Tourism funds through the
lowa Department of Economic Development in the amount of $260,000.

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Butler County Board of Supervisors, that they support the project
and herewith commit 10%, not to exceed $7,500, to the Shell Rock Aquatic Center Project, subject to receipt of
funding by the CAT grant program.
